Deutschland Arrives Safely at Home 
Port of Bremen After Dash 
Across Atlantic. 


SCHOONERS AID TO W A R SH IP S 


( By United Pres«.) 
Berlin, August 24.—The 
German 
commerce 
submarine 
Deutschland 
eluded at least eight English war 
ships and a whole fleet of American 
fishing schooners in the employe of 
[he allies, when she dashed out to 
sea from the Virginia capes on the 
night of 
August 2, it w’as 
learned 
here today. 
Great 
crowds 
greeted 
Captain 
Koenig and his crew when the first 
submersible 
to cross the 
Atlantic 
returned to her home port at Bre­ 
men last night. 
Captain Koenig had no fear of the 
allied warship patrol when he steam­ 
ed southward from Baltimore, but he 
had not counted 
on the American 
schooners 
hired to help trap his 
vessel. Passing out of the capes the 
Deutschland 
encountered a 
great 
number of schooners lying just out­ 
side Chesapeake Bay. 


Misfortune is still following in the 
wake of the household of the 
late 
John Innis, veteran balloonist who 
spent most of his life in Rushville 
and who died in Indianapolis on June 
5 from the effects of a fall from 
a 
scaffold after he had suffered during 
his lifetime 
many 
falls 
of much 
greater distances from parachutes. 
This time Bruce innis, age four 
years, youngest of the family of six 
•children left fatherless by the death 
of the late Mr. Innis, was run down 
by an automobile in Indianapolis and 
seriously injured. . 


The injury to the boy and the ac­ 
cidental death 
of her 
husband are 
only a .part of the misfortunes that 
have fallen to the lot of Mrs. Olive 
Innis, the 
widow’, 
in the last 
tw’o 
years. In addition, nearly two years 
ago 
her 
three-year-old 
daughter, 
Glee, w’as 
burned 
to death 
while 
playing about the cook stove. 
Mrs. Innis is the sister of 
Mrs. 
Tom Alsman, 424 East Eighth street, 
this city, and has 
relatives in Ar­ 
lington where 
she 
formerly lived. 
The Indianapolis News described the 
accident which befell the boy as fol- 


owts : 


The boy wras on his way to a gro­ 
cery store to 
buy candy. 
He ran 
into the street in front of an auto­ 
mobile delivery truck. 
The fenders of the ear struck him 
and knocked 
him to the pavement, 
inflicting a severe scalp wound. Mrs. 
Innis 
heard 
the 
other 
children 
scream, rushed out the front door, 
and saw her son lying insensible in 
the street. 
She said the automobile 
did not stop. 


Dr. J. M. Rhodes took the injure»! 
boy in an automobile to his office, 
730 South West 
street, where the 
injuries were 
dressed, 
Dr. Rhodes 
said the cut on the boy’s head was, 
about five inches long and that 
h# 
suffered other 
severe 
cuts 
and 
bruises on his body. 
1 A short time later, Earl Johnson, 
1301 South Alabama street, appear­ 
ed at police headquarters and 
re­ 
ported that lie was the driver that 
struck the boy. 
He said the 
child 
ran directly in frortt of the machine. 
The police agreed with him that tho 
accident w’as unavoidable 
and per­ 
mitted him to go. 
Tears rolled down the cheeks 
of 
Mrs. Innis when she 
told 
of her 
series of misfortunes. 
She said she 
had been having 
a hard time since 
the death of her husband, hut 
had 
managed by 
sewing 
and 
laundry 
work: had managed to provide 
food 
and clothing for her children.

Ogden, Utah, Aug. 24. — Ogden 
gave Charles E. Hughes a tremend­ 
ous welcome today when the Repub­ 
lican candidate arrived to address a 
crowd which jammed the city’s larg­ 
est auditorium. He will leave short­ 
ly after speaking here for Salt Lake 
City, 30 miles south, where he will 
deliver his second and last set ad­ 
dress in Utah this evening. 
While showing no marked effects 
from his swift trans-continental cam­ 
paign trip which 
opened August 5, 
Governor 
Hughes is 
looking to a 
week's vacation in the Estes Park 
region of the Rocky Mountains be­ 
ginning next Sunday. 
In speeches at Reno, Nov., yester­ 
day Governor Hughes again attacked 
the administration for its Mexican 
policy, repeated his conviction that a 
protective tariff was essential to a 
continuance of 
prosperity and re­ 
iterated his declaration for a Feder­ 
al liability law to cover accidents to 
persons in industries engaged in in­ 
terstate commerce. 


Mr. Hughes also declared that if 
lie were elected lie would endeavor 
to carry out his policies without fav­ 
or to any one. 


“No one can hold executive office 
properly who is not ready to be de­ 
feated.’’ he said. 
“It is a very nec­ 
essary thing at all 
times to take 
y»)iir > ' i;< al life in your hands and 
to he willing to do as you think you 
ought to do, regardless of the politi­ 
cal consequences.” 


Speaking of improving conditions 
of labor, Mr. Hughes said: 
“I do not consider this a mere sen­ 
timental 'procedure. 
That is bound 
up with our prosperity. We can not 
have a great United States unless in 
the main it is a 
contented country 
filled with men working, peaceably, 
and sharing fairly in the fruits of 
their labor, protected by safety ap­ 
pliances, having sanitary conditions 
of ]abor, having reasonable hours and 
just compensation. 


“Contented America will be suc­ 
cessful America; discontented Amer­ 
ica will be unsuccessful Ameriea. 
T 
am glad to 
observe in 
these days 
there is a disposition on the part of 
many of our most important employ­ 
ers of labor to realize the human de­ 
mands, 
the necessary 
demands of 
those engaged in productive work. 
F 
never like to think of that sort of 
thing a** a complacent recognition, as 
something handed down from above. 
I like to think manager and man, of 
those in charge and of those at work 
of varied related activity, as shar­ 
ers in a common undertaking, each 
realizing the importance of the oth­ 
er’s work, and all working together 
to product that which is essential to 


the prosperity and happiness of all. 
We have got to have that sort of spir­ 
it in America if we are to realize the 
greatness of this country in the corn- 
ing years.7

cedar trees as a means of combating 
cedar rust, a fungus disease which 
is working havoc in the state’s apple 
orchards, 
was 
voiced 
today 
oy 
Frank N. Wallace, state entomolo­ 
gist. 
“Red cedar trees in apple growing 
region of southern IdiaaOnidSSn.- 
regions of Southern Indiana must go 
if apple growers expect any profit 
from their orchards, ’ said \\ allace 
today in an interview with the Uni­ 
ted Press. 
“If the apple growers would orga­ 
nize and secure permission of land 
! owners to cut down all red 
cedar 
trees within one mile of their orch­ 
ards, I believe there would be 
no 
need for state legislation such as is 
being demanded by a 
number 
of 
growers.” 
Reports received at the office 
of 
the state entomologist show that the 
Indiana apple crop has been seri­ 
ously damaged by cedar rust. 
One 
report from Orange county, one of 
the largest apple growing countries, 
states that the damage 
will 
cut 
hort the crop there 90 per cent. 
While apple growers are 
empha­ 
sizing the damage done this year’s 
crop, Entomologist Wallace declares 
the greatest injury is being done to 
the orchards. 
In 
some 
Orange, 
orchards there is scarcely a leaf on 
any tree which is not affected by the 
rust. 
By reducing the leaf surface, 
according to Wallace, the trees arc- 
being weakened so 
that 
a normal 
crop next year is out of the ques­ 
tion. 
The fungus 
which 
blights 
the* 
leaves and eats into the tissue of 
the apple is carried 
by 
the 
wind 
from the “apples” which appear on 
red cedar in the spring. The “tails’ 
which are the cause of the 
fungus 
growth cannot be carried more than 
a mile so that if all cedars are de­ 
stroyed within a mile of an orchard 
;here is no danger. 
There are 
several sprays, 
ac­ 
cording to Wallace, that will kill the 
rust and in southern Indiana it i , 
easy to pick out the 
sprayed 
or­ 
chards. Very little damage has been 
done in the northern Indiana owing 
;o the scarcity of red cedar. 
Indiana’s apple crop will be but 
wenty per cent, of last year’s crop 
according to an estimate made by 
Entomologist Wallace today. 
The 
heaviest apple 
producing 
•counties 
this year will <be John-on, 
Morgan, 
Brown, and Monroe.

rust. By reducing the leaf surface, 
according to Wallace, the trees arc. 
being weakened so that a normal 
crop next year is out of the ques- 
tion. 


The fungus which 'blights 
the 


leaves and eats into the tissue of 
the apple i's carried by 
the 
wind 


from the "apples" which appear on 
red cedar in the spring. The "tails'- 
which are the cause of the 
fungus 


growth cannot "be earned more than 
a mile so that if all cedars are de- 
stroyed within a mile of an orchard 
there is no danger. 


There are 
several sprays, 
ac- 


cording to Wallace, that will kill the 
rust and in southern Indiana it -i. 
easy to pick out the 
sprayed 
or- 


chards. Very little damage has been 
done in the northern Indiana owing 
to the scarcity of red cedar.
